Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto.

The new section 9 (1) will 
drop public officers who proved inacces- 
sible and will substitute some quasi-public 
officers as appointors. 

The old section 10, except as stated 
later, restricted the charitable objects to 
be assisted by the Foundation to inhabi- 
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tants within 28 miles of the Victoria City 
Hall. The new section 10 enlarges this 
area to the County of Victoria. The old 
section 10 was probably intended to apply 
only to income, but did not make that 
clear, which the new section 10 will do. 


The old section 11 allowed parts of 
donations to the Foundation to be dis- 
tributed to charities outside Victoria and 
environs, to comply with the wishes of 
the donors. The new section 11 will em- 
phasize that only exclusively charitable 
purposes are within the section, and that 
they must be within the Province. 


Section 13 as enacted empowered the 
Advisory Board of the Foundation by 
unanimous resolution to apply capital 
for purposes named in section 10. The 
amendment will substitute the purposes 
named in section 5A, which will narrow 
the purposes for which capital can be 
applied.
